TUESDAY HOItNIXO. 

The day opened with rather gloomy 
forebodings; the sky being overspread 
with dark and threatening cloud* ; but 
by eight o'clock, the clouds began to 
pass away, and the sun scattered the 
wlsts. The attendance was very 
large, the tent being iiine.ten.ths full 
before the hour announced Tor opening 
— nine o'clock. We learned from an 
Intelligent conservative brother, well 
acquainted In the community, that a 
fair sprinkling of the congregation 
was German Baptist. The families 
of tbe Miami Valley are badly torn up 
by the church division. Some family 
circles embrace the three denomina- 
tions. In some places much bad feel- 
ing has been engendered, but in a gen- 
eral way, there Is a tendency toward a 
more Christian liberality. It is gener- 
ally remarked that there is a better 
feeling between the Old Order and 
the Brethren, than there is between 
the Old Order and tbe German Bap- 
tists, or the Brethren and the German 
Baptists. We were requested on sev- 
eral occasions to account for It. We 
will express our views upon tbe sub- 
ject at the close of this report. 

At 9: 10, the Standing Committee 
made- Its appearance, and filed around 
the table, In much solemnity and dig- 
nity, as follows :

Thlswai followed by an admoni- 
tion and prayer by Geo. Long, and tbe 
repetition of the Lord's prayer by D.

Then. Acts 15th chapter was read by 
Aaron Fran tx , la a good, strong voice. 
Then, Elder Flory art ended liberty for 
remark*. Mldsr Davy responded. He 
remarked that 1st tat Berlptori read, 
we baa eathwrtly fa 


meetings. We are here under the gui- 
dance of tbe Spirit of God. and 
be hoped tbe work might be dune un- 
der the instruction of the Spirit. No 
Individual will be recognized In tbe 
business of this meeting, but the decis- 
ions will be so unanimous that it will 
be the mind of the whole church, as 
dictated by the Holy Spirit. Each in- 
dividual loses his identity In tbe 
whole, 

The organization was then an- 
nounced by Wm. Caastil as follows : 

Abraiiam Flory, Foreman ; Aaron 
Frantz, Beading Clerk *. Joseph I. Co- 
ber, Writing Clerk ; Samuel Murray, 
Assistant Reading Clerk. 

Jacob Mohler stated that tn choosing 
Of the Standing Committee, they had 
selected thirteen elders which was one 
more than was required, because num- 
bers twelve and thirteen were s tie ; 
and that this meeting should decide 
whether or not they should both stand. 
Both stood, silence giving assent. 

Flory then delivered his iuaugural 
address. He felt the responsibility of 
bis position, aud asked the prayers of 
tbe members. He was Iu his eightieth 
year, anJ felt a great concern for the 
church, and asked that all should keep 
Its welfare in view in the deliberation 
ot this meeting, and not speak, merely, 
for tbe sake of beiug beard. "When 
one e peaks, let the others keep quiet, 
and let ail speak to tbe point.'' He 
did not want to hear the name, Mud- 
e rat or. 

He then introduced some deferred 
matter from last year. It was In re- 
gard to the German Hymn Book ; but 
it was found that the committee was 
not quite ready to report. 

Foreman Ai nold anuounced that it 
had been forbidden a year ago to lake 
reports of the meeting and that It was 
still not desired, aud those who would 
do ho, would do it un their own respuu- 
sibility. The decision of lasii. upon the 
subject was read. 

Article 4, Minutes of 1884 was read, 
referring UJ tbe publishing of the 
Book ul Minutes, and compiling the 
later minutes. The committee then 
appoluted was asked to make a reiwrt. 
The committee con si -ted of 11. D. 
Davy, Samuel Murray, aud Joslieph I. 
Cober. Cober lespouded, Hesindtlie 
church was now divided iutu three 
parts, Old German Baptists, German 
Baptists, and Brethren.- Wlieu we 
were all yet in one, all had a coiumou 
interest in the minutes. He reviewed 
the publication of tbe minutes with 
much precision and at length. H. D, 
Davy aud James (juinter have been 
appoluted by tbe Annual Meeting to 
compile the Book of Minutes, They 
did so, and having an eye to business, 
bad the book copyrighted iu their own 
names- In the Church division Duvy 
fell In with the Old German B.aptistt, 
and %n inter with tbe German Bap- 
tists, and hence they could not work 
well together, und therefore negotia- 
tions have been going on for tbe past 
year wbiehhave resulted in a transfer 
of all the right, title, and interest of 
said cupvriglit of the Book of Minutes, 
of the German Baptist Church, to H. 
1'. Davy. The consideration money 
was $6u. This same title Davy now 
proposes to sell to the Church for S300, 
although he estimated It at $35n. In 
this he wit include the compiling of 
all the minutes up to date. The in- 
strument of conveyauce between 
Davy & Qulnter, and H, D. Davy, was 
then read to the meeting and fouad to 
be ironclad, also covering the dissolu- 
tion of partnership between the said 
partners. 

George Long, of Michigan, expati- 
ated his knowledge of the copyright 
business and tbe advantage to the 
Church of having the Book of Min- 
utes entirely under the control of the 
Church. Nobody else will tbeu have 
any right to publish such a work. K 
was agreed to accept the proposition 
of Elder Davy, by the "silence for con- 
sent method." Davy recommended that 
immediate action be taken, and that 
receivers be appointed to hold the deed 
of conveyance. 

Committee No. I, was called and of. 
fered tbe following business : As to 
whether the deacons should stand or 
sit when reading the Scriptures. A 
uniform practice is desired. The com. 
mlttee decided that Inasmuch as there 
was no direct Scripture on tbe subject, 
tbey would make nochange- 

A proposition to lay the whole busi- 
ness on the table was agreed to. 

Committee No. 3, had this : A re- 
quest to avoid personalities in writing, 
and speaking in public, and •specially 
in writing for the Vindicator, as it en- 
genders bad feelings. Committee ad- 
vised carefulness In this particular. 

D. Brower thought It would be wall 
to pat this answer apsn tbe mJmatae.

put on. The discussion developed that 
the query bad come to tbe council la a 
roundabout way and came near meet, 
lug an inglorious disposition; but 
Elder Emanuel Hoover finally con- 
sented to become a sort of a step god- 
fat ber to It. and so maintained IU 
honor. 

Henry Savior, of Maryland, did not 
want brut her Vindicator to be too 
much circumscribed. It was pissed 
by tacit vote. 

Committee No. 8. Whether it Is in 
barmony with tbe Old Order church 
and the Gospel, for a member to lead 
in prayer when a deacon is present. 
Ana. Yea, if the deacon extends the 
liberty, but recommended that the pa- 
per be sent back to the church from 
wblcb It came Agreed to without dis- 
cussion. 

The same committee also had the 
following : A request for the Scripture 
for clearing off the tables after tbe 
Lord's supper, and before the breaking 
of bread. A us. We have no knowl- 
edge of any direct Scripture on tbe 
the subject, but we read that God Is a 
God of order ; but It was recommended 
that it be left oft the minutes, and sent 
out to tbe church where it originated. 

A brother quoted that "While they 
were yet eating, he took bread," from 
which he understood that the two ex- 
ercises were too closely related to ad- 
mit of the removing all of the former 
before the latter was introduced. 

Another said that this meant that 
tit* next thing in order he took bread -

Not to make any 
change, and referred to Article No. 1, 
miuuteiof 1S84, which also declared 
there should be no change. 

D, F, Good explained that in many 
places It was thought the cbmch was 
too weak to hold the meeting itself, 
and as It was considered an advantage 
to a place tu have tbe meeting, perhaps 
It would be welt for tbe general broth, 
erhood to bear the expense and then 
place the meetings so as to lie of most 
advantage to th«i cause. 

It was suggested to accept the an- 
swer of the committee, but uot to put 
It on the minutes, which was agreed 
to. 

Committee No. 6. A lequest to hold 
the meeting privately, and as nearly as 
possible like our common couucil ineeU 
logs. Ans. Recommended to comply 
with the reijuest as nearly as possible, 

Wm. Buckalew thought that from 
this answer It might be contended that 
nonebut inenibera would be permitted 
to attend the yearly meetings. 

D. Brower suggested to lay it on the 
table which was agreed tu.
